Walking along the Hanover high­ 
way a mile east of Littlestown about 
8 o'clock, Sanders was struck by a 
liRht truck, thrown to the side of 
the road, rushed to a Littlestown 
physician's office and then was giv­ 
en a “lift” to the Hanover General 
hospital in the Hanover ambulance 
where his intended visit is being 
considerably prolonged. 
Corporal J. G 
Warren 
who in ­ 
vestigated the m ishap from the lo­ 
cal substation of the state motor 
police, said he learned that Sanders 
I lad been hit from the rear by a 
small truck operated by J. Russell 
Myers. 36, Hanover R 2. 
Myers said he had failed to see 
Sanders until it was too late to 
avoid striking him. 
Sanders is said 
to have been walking east along the 
south side of the highway. 
Myers 
was going in the sam e direction. 
The right front fender and head­ 
light of the truck hit the pedestrian 
and tossed him to the berm. 
Myers 
estim ated 
his 
speed 
at 
about 25 miles an hour and said 
that Sanders had been walking on 
the hard-surfaced 
section of the 
road about two feet from its edge. 
Sanders, who is said to be em ­ 
ployed in Gettysburg, told Corporal 
Warren he had secured a "lift’ from 
Gettysburg to the square in Littles­ 
town and had walked from there to 
a point near the former M an-Ton 
inn, now known as the Homeland 
tea room. 
Sanders was taken to the office 
of Dr. H S. Crouse, Littlestown, by 
William Wintrode, proprietor of a 
service station near the point at 
which the accident took place. The 
ambulance was called for the trip 
to Hie Hanover hospital.

is Marion 
Sanders, who has been a patient 
there since early in the w’eek.

submitted to an operation several 
days ago.

Neb), who first asked for an inquiry 
; by the federal trade commission, arid 
Senators Bridges (R-NH) and King 
<D-Utah/. opponents of T V.A., who 
wanted to include in the resolution 
a long list of accusations against the 
board members. 
Norris, who watches T.V.A. as a 
proud parent, Insisted the 
inquiry 
should include private power com ­ 
panies which have opposed the ad­ 
m inistration power “yardstick." 
Barkley's lenghty resolution in ­ 
cluded Norris’ requests and also cov­ 
ered the recent ouster by President 
Roosevelt of Arthur E. Morgan from 
the chairm anship of the agency’s 
battling directors. 
Norris, clinging to his demand for

With the Chinese Red Army in 
North China, March 25 (AP).—G en­ 
eral Yu Cheng Tsao, commander of 
central 
Hopeh 
province 
Chinese 
Communist forces, has this to say 
of the final outcome in C hina’s war 
with Japan: 
“The further inland the Japanese 
come the surer will become their ul­ 
timate failure in China." 
As he spoke, 20,000 farm er-m ilitia- 
men passed in review before him, 
chanting anti-Japanese songs. Their 
flintlock rifles, spears and broad­ 
swords flashed in the north China 
sun. 
The nearest Japanese garrison was 
ten miles away. 
“This is only one of the m any 
people’s armies we are oganizing to 
harass the Japanese,” General Yu 
said proudly. 
“Except for brief sallies, the Jap­ 
anese are restricted to the railway 
lines. 
W hen they get away from 
them, we strike. 
W ith our guerrilla 
tactics, we frequently surround them 
and wipe them out." 
This m iniature Red China in cen­ 
tral Hopeh—the first province in­ 
vaded by Japanese when the war 
started last July 7—is only one of 
five small Red states in the north­ 
ern provinces 
It is 200 miles behind 
Japanese lines, 
and 
between the 
Japanese-conquered 
Peiplng-H an- 
kow and Tientsin-Pukow railways. 
General Yu spoke glowingly of 
the growth of anti-Japanism among 
millions of Chinese. 
“We have a half-m illion farmer 
soldiers in trainin gin this district 
alone," he said. 
“A quarter of a 
million boy spies, ranging from e ig h t1 
to 18 years old, keep us informed 
on Japanese movements. 
“A quarter 
of a m illion 
women 
propagandists are arousing the peo­ 
ple. 
“Our ultim ate aim is to train and 
arm all Chinese—aged eight to 48.

from religion. 
“Education must present and in­ 
terpret the facts. W hen we begin to 
undertsand man. then the problems 
of the world will be solved. “ But,” 
added the former president of Car­ 
thage college in Illinois, "education 
must combine a knowledge of man 
and of God.” 
Deplores State Control 
In further stressing the essential 
need for the development of indi­ 
viduals as distinct personalities, Doc­ 
tor Wickey showed that he was not 
unmindful of the fact that education 
must be prepared to submit pro­ 
grams of action “for the development 
of a personal conscience and con­ 
sciousness.” The program of action, 
he stated, 
must evolve around 
“a 
great 
spiritual 
principle 
around 
which the lives of m en must be or­ 
ganized; that is, God.” 
He deplored the results of mass 
educatoin 
in 
turning 
out 
m ass- 
minded persons and claimed tlxat 
education must be independent of 
state control if it is to present truth. 
In outlining, in general, a type of 
education that fulfills the require­ 
ments which he feels to be the es­ 
sentials of an educational system, 
Doctor Wickey claim ed, “Education 
must be personal in purpose and in­ 
dividual in method." 
“It must be 
independent of state control," he 
added, “and it m ust present a rem­ 
edy for the need of som ething to in ­ 
tegrate tile curricula to link the de­ 
partments in a common purpose.” 
Urges New C ollege'Department 
He urged the establishm ent of a 
Departm ent of Theology, possibly in 
place of the present Bible depart­ 
m ent, m the colleges and universities 
of America. This he stated is sorely 
needed due to the interest of pres­ 
ent day American laym en in a re­ 
ligion that is not only sociological 
but theological as well. 
“The Amer­ 
ican today must be shown that be­ 
hind his strivings, there is a pur­ 
pose—a God.” Doctor Wickey closed 
his lecture with the thought that if 
education is to be the panacea which 
it is held to be, then it must pre­ 
pare a civilization that can exist 
•without crises and with perpeuity.” 
Doctor 
Wickey 
was 
graduated 
from Gettysburg college in the class 
of 1912 and from the Lutheran T he­ 
ological seminary here in 1915. 
He 
earned his m aster’s and his doctor 
of philosophy degrees at Harvard 
j university and also studied at O x­ 
ford university in England. In 1929. 
the degree of doctor of divinity was 
given him by Gettysburg college.
